AFTER JAN. 1 


Recruiting 
Program 
Bogs 
Down Making Inductions 
Necessary Again 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26- Sag­ 
ging recru itment figu res made It 
increasingly p robable today that 
_ the Army will have to resu me In- 
♦F du ctions after Jan. 1. 
The w'ar dep artment announced 
it enlistments for the week of 
Nov. 8-14 drop p ed to 4,444, less 
than half the rate needed to su s­ 
tain an all-volu nteer army . This 
oomp ared with 4,851 the p reviou s 
week and a record 28,303 for the 
week ending Oct. 7. 
The Army has declared a draft 
holiday u ntil Jan. 1. A high war 
dep artment official said resu mp - 
^ tion of Indu ctions after that time 
was a “virtu al certainty ” If the 
downward trend In 
enlistments 
continu ed. 
He said one reason why fewer 
men are volu nteering now is that 
they w'ant to sp end the holiday s 
with their families. This is ex ­ 
p ected to bring a fu rther drop In 
the nex t few weeks. Whether en­ 
listment* p ick up after the holi­ 
day s may determine w’hether the 
draft is resumed. 
The Army needs 40,000 men a 
month to meet its requ irements. 
It now has signed up 1,050.712 vol­ 
u nteers since the end of the war 
bu t most long term enlistees Join­ 
ed the air forces, qu arterm aster 
and transp ortation corp s, leaving 
the combattant arms with low 
strength levels. 
Abou t half of the Army 's 500,- 
000 three-y ear enlistees are In the 
AAF. 
The Army is p lanning on a force 
of 1,300,000 on Jan. 1, 19 47 and 
1,070,000 on Ju ly 1, 19 47, drop p ing 
off to 860,000 by Ju ly 1, 19 48 It 
believes 
It has done 
every thing 
p ossible In the way of Indu cements 
to increase enlistments. 
■Whether the Army asks con­ 
gress to ex tend the draft after it 
ex p ires, March 31, 19 47 dep ends 
on 
the 
International 
commit­ 
ments for overseas occu p ation and 
United Nations forces. 
The Army is now condu cting a 
drive to induce men who signed 
u p for short term enlistments to 
ex tend them to a full three y ears. 
Some 270,000 men are now eligible 
for discharge by Ju ly 1, 19 47. 
These men have been offered 
fu ll benefits u nder the G. I. bill of 
rights and the family allowances 
which had been su sp ended earlier 
for new volu nteers. This was done 
u nder a legal 
ru ling that 
they 
signed u p before the susp ension 
and that a new enlistment is an 
"ex tension of their contract with 
the government.”

T^ROM the 
d istin guished 
gatherin g 
of

Catholic bishops of the Un ited States, 
meetin g in Washin gton , came a thoughtful 
warn in g to the peace makers. 
In a state­ 
men t sign ed by Samuel Card in al Striteli of 
Chicago, chairman , an d Fran cis Card in al 
Spellman of New York City , secretary , the 
church lead ers said 
the 
begin n in gs 
of 


coal propagan d a d ispute which practically 
obliterated logic. 
Before the courts acted 
the tip was spread , for in stan ce, that John 
Lewis was on soun d legal groun d an d the 
govern men t could n ot d efeat him. On this 
or other assumption s, other un ion s threw 
forward supports for Lewis as if the power 
of the whole un ion 
movemen t 
was 
in ­ 
volved . This accelerated the 
fly in g 
of 
clin kers, 
n ot wholly un mix ed with coal 
gas, in what seemed to be a legal melee. 
The obliterated truth behin d the matter 
was simply this: The con tract forced up­

Desire for E ast 
Some people learn to overcome 
this d esire for ease. Others d o n ot 
an d thus an in escapable con flict 
¡3 
set up within them. Wan tin g suc­ 
cess, they are still un willin g to pay 
its price. In stead of facin g their 
problems squarely , they resort to 
an x ieties, tan trum s an d imagin ary 
ailmen ts either to get out of d oin g 
somethin g they d on ’t wan t to d o 
or to cover up, even from them­ 
selves, their basic failure. 
Frequen tly patien ts who are oc­ 
cupied in in d ustries become n er­ 
vous. Accord in g to Dr. Fred erick 
W. Dershimer of New York, it is 
n ot a good id ea to tell a n ervous 
patien t to take time oft from his 
job. In fact he has foun d that such 
a person often can be treated bet­ 
ter, an d quicker results obtain ed 


if he is kept at work. However, it 
is most importan t that every thin g 
possible be d on e to keep these emo­ 
tion al illn esses from d evelopin g. 
In ord er to lo this Dr. Samuel N. 
Clark 
of Jackson ville, 
Illin ois, 
say s that atten tion should be paid 
to phy sical health, that outlets be 
given for emotion s an d abilities. 
The right sort of d aily sched ule 
should be set up which will in clud e 
the right amoun t of work, ex ercise, 
compan ion ship, 
recreation , 
rest 
an d sleep. 


A Difficult Task 
If a person is faced with a d iffi­ 
cult task which he d oes n ot thin k 
is worth d oin g or if a situation 
arises that he is un able to face, 
he is likely to d evelop the sy mp­ 
toms of a so-called n ervous break­ 
d own . But, if every on e has prac­ 
tice in self-d isciplin e an d can thin k 
clearly about his problems, he can 
d evelop a san e outlook an d over­ 
come the men tal d ifficulty . 
Of course, person s who d evelop 
these ty pes of n ervous d isord ers 
are in n eed of help. A phy sician 
train ed 
in 
psy chiatry 
is 
best 
equipped to give them the n lces- 
sary aid in makin g proper ad just­ 
men ts. But soun d train in g of chil­ 
d ren will d o much to keep these 
n ervous d isord ers from ever d e­ 
velopin g when the child ren grow 
up. Perhaps the main thin g is to 
teach in d epen d en ce, to teach the 
child ren that they must face their 
problems bravely aqd with cour­ 
age.

A new product which has been 
used successfully 
in helping 
to 
preserve root crops in storage is 
now reaching the market, reports 
V H 
Davis, horticulture special­ 
ist of the Farm Bureau Coopera­ 
tive Asosciation, Columbus. 
Writing in the current issue of 
the Ohio Farm Bureau News, Davis 
says: 
* Everyone who has stored pota­ 
toes or root crops such as beets. 
carrots, turnips, and 
rutabagas, 
knmrs that two of the most Im­ 
portant 
storage 
difficulties 
are 
sprouting and shriveling. 
‘ While very little sprout growth 
occurs at temperatures below 40 
degrees F., chemical changes oc­ 
cur at these temperatures which 
greatly impair the quality of these 
crops, especially potatoes. It is 
therefore importsnt that growers 
hsve available some method of 
treatm ent that will permit stor­ 
age at temperatures well above 40 
degrees sod still prevent or retard 
sprouting 
“Such a treatm ent Is now avail­ 
able and has gone through exten­ 
sive trials for three seasons with 
very satisfsrtorv results. Potatoes 
and root crops have been kept dor­ 
mant 
or with 
only very 
short 
sprouts for four to six months at 
temperatures .**0 to 55 degrees F. 
“The material used is Methyl es­ 
ter of alpha naphthalene acetic 
acid, It can be applied in any of 
several 
forma: 
shredded 
paper 
soaked or sprayed with the chemi­ 
cal: mixed with inert dusts; atom­ 
ised with spray guns, or applied as 
an aersol with Methyl chloride.’* 
For small amounts of potatoes 
or root crops up to 1000 bushels 
the paper or dust applications are 
preferred 
Davis said. For large 
scale treatments the applioaticn of j 
the material through spray guns 
la 
recommended. 
W hatever 
the I 
method used, one gram of Methyl 1 
ester per bushel should be applied 
evenly. 
Davis warns that the treatment 
ta not recommended for potatoes 
to be used for seed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 6 - Sag­ 
ging recruitment figures made it 
increasingly probable today that 
~ the Army will have to resume in- 
" unctions after Jan. I. 
The war department announced 
st enlistment* for the week of 
Nov. 8-14 dropped to 4,444, less 
than half the rate needed to sus­ 
tain an all-volunteer army. This 
compared with 4.851 the previous 
week and a record 28,303 for the 
week ending Oct. 7 
The Army has declared a draft 
holiday until Jan. I. A high war 
department official said resump- 
* tion of inductions after that time 
was a “virtual certainty*’ if the 
downward trend in enlistments 
continued. 
He ssld one reason why fewer 
men are volunteering now is that 
they want to spend the holidays 
with their families. This is ex­ 
pected to bring a further drop in 
the next few weeks. Whether en­ 
listments pick up after the holi­ 
days may determine whether the 
draft is resumed. 
The Army needs 46,000 men a 
month to meet it* requirements. 
It now has signed up 1,050,712 vol­ 
unteers since the end of the war 
but most long term enlistees join- j 
ed the air force*, quartermaster 
and transportation corps, leaving 
the combattant arms with low 
strength levels. 
About half of the Army's 500,- 
000 three-year enlistees are In the 
AAP. 
The Army Is planning on a force 
of 1,300,000 on Jan. I, 1947 and 
1.070.000 on July I, 1947, dropping 
off to 860 000 by July I, 1948 It 
believes 
It has done 
everything 
possible in the way of inducements 
to increase enlistments. 
Whether the Army asks con­ 
gress to extend the draft after it 
expires, March SI, 1947 depends 
on

United Nations forces. 
The Army is now conducting a 
drive to induce men who signed 
up for short term enlistments to 
extend them to a full three years. 
Rome 270,000 men ere now eligible 
for discharge by July I, 1947. 
These men have been offered 
full benefits under the G. I. bill of 
rights and the family allowances 
which had been suspended earlier 
for new volunteer* This was done 
under a legal ruling that

But sound training of chil­ 
dren will do much to keep thes# 
nervous disorders from ever de­ 
veloping when the children grow 
up. Perhaps the main thing is to
